Orie began by saying that he supposed that 
all his hearers were aware of the pe fate 
which Poland endured towards the en or 
eighteenth century, when she was invaded 
and partitioned between three powerful neigh- 
bouring monarchies. It was not ays Pen 's 
freedom which suffered a terrific blow; the 
freedom of the whole of Europe was sériously 
menaced by the disappearance of Poland. 

During the whole of the nineteenth century 
the Polish nation, politically partitioned, but 
spiritually united, struggled desperately to 

reserve such fundamental rights as the 
reedom to use its own Polish language and 
the right to practise its own Catholic religion, 
cá, “á unceasingly the hope of resurrec- 
tion. Twice during the century the nation 
rose in armed rebellion and twice it fell under 
the blows of powerful oppressors. 

MIRACLE OF THE WAR. 

Then came the Great War. For Poland the 
mirac'e of the war was that the three 
partitioning Powers, although fighting in 
opposite camps, all lost the war. Thus Poland 
was able to rise whole and united, and take 
her place among the nations of Europe. 

But at the dawn of her new life an immense 
danger approached and hung threateningly 
over her. Russia, which had lost the Great 
War as a Czarist Power, suddenly recovered 
all its former usurping spirit under the new 
form of Bolshevism, armed itself to conquer 
Europe, and’ assailed the barrier formed by 
Poland. Steadily the Bolsheviks advanced 
towards Warsaw, but the tide changed and 
the war was turned into the pursuit and 
complete rout of the Bolshevik army. The 
Armistice of the 18th October, 1920, brought 
peace and restoration of its Eastern provinces 
to Poland and delivered Europe from the 
Bolshevik © nightmare. 

This month, said the speaker, Poland not 
only celebrated the tenth anniversary of her 
memorable victory, and commemorated her 
fallen sons, but rejoiced that with this 
victory a new era of peace had begun. 

BOLSHEVIK MENACE. 

Mr. Charles Jacob, proposing a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, said that Poland had 
become one of the great nations of 
Furope. The Irish people rejoiced at the fact 
that she had escaped from her long suffering. 
He wished that country every prosperity, and 
said that he and his people hoped that the 
troubles of Europe would find a satisfactory 
and peaceful solution from the League of 
Nations. 

Sir Thomas Robinson seconding. said that 
nowhere in the world would the address just 
given be received with greater sympathy 
than in the Irish Free State. They all wished 
that Poland would remain in her happy con- 
dition of freedom, and that she would be- 
come a bright spot among the nations of the 
world. 

Mr. F.-Summerfield said that Poland was 
the barrier that split up the Bolshevik forces 
when they threatened to spread over Europe. 
He hoped that the talk that day would focus 
attention on the movement of organised 
paganism that masqueraded as Bolshevism, 
the intention of which was to put God off the 
map. 

The President (Mr. Clampet) said that in 
Poland, as in most countries, the hour had 
found the man.. The hour found the man 
Pilsudski, who had behind him a united 
people. 

The vote was passed.

Virgil’s Bimillenary. 


Classical scholars are, I hear, flocking 
to Norwich, where, this very week, 
in commemoration of the bimillenary cl 
Virgil, an exhibition of historic manu- 
scripts of his works, and early printed 
editions, will be opened in the tra! 
Public Library. The most interesting 
of the exhibits will be a mumber of pre- 
cious manuscripts from the library of the 
Karl of Leicester. The most important 
of these is one which dates from the end 
of the tenth century. It is a magnificent 
specimen of early medieval seript, with 
beautiful rubricated. lettering, and made 
specially interesting by reason of ‘the 
mnany glosses it contains,,and the mar- 
ginal extracts from: the Commentary. of 
Servius. The other manuscripts are the 
work of fourteenth and fifteenth century 
scribes, and are beautifully illuminated. 
Among the printed editions are the 
famous Aldine example, and a facsimi’e 
of the famous Coder Vatlianus, the 
oldest known illustrated Virgil.

To-day's ‘Battles. 


To-day ‘holds memories of two of the 
world’s decisive battles. On October 14th, 
1066. William the Norman defeated Harold 
the Saxon at Senlac, now called Hastings, 
and effected the most revolutionary chan 
in English history. On October 14th, 
1806, Napoleon defeated the Prussians at 
Jena, and made himself, for a ‘decade, 
master of Central Europe. It is curious 
to recall how little the Prussian debacle 
seems to have moved the greatest contem- 
porary representatives of Germanic culture. 
Goethe was at Weimar on the day of the 
battle and had a French Marsha! billeted 
in his house, but he cherished no patriotic 
resentment, and presently mounted a bust 
of Napoleon in his study. Hegel, who was 
actually in Jena, wrote to a friend on the 
eve of the battle expressing hopes of a 
French victory, in which alone he saw 
prospects of a peace that would enable 
philosophers to get on with their work. 


Customs Gnormities. 


It has been my custom to remark from 
time to time upon the “‘ red tape “ regula- 
tions of our Customs officials, but now I 
have received from a correspondent a list 
of endrmities of New York Customs 
officials. An American professor recently 
received a case of butterflies, which’ the 
officials had charged as ‘‘.poultry.’’. On 
asking how they arrived at this conclusion 
he was informed that they were so graded 
‘‘ because they had wings.” «Similarly an 
Egyptian mummy was passed through the 
Customs marked as “ dried fish.”’

Everybody who knows anything of pictures 
will find much to interest him in the Ulster 
Art Glub's exhibition, which has opened at 
the United Arts’ Club, in Lower Fitzwilliam 
street, Dublin. The interest lies as much in 
the excellence of some of the work as in the 
fact that both the ontleok and, to a notice- 
able degree, the technique of these Ulster 
artists are quite alien from those of the 
Southern painters. 

It would be useless to single out any one of 
the artists for special mention. .

UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The suggestion that the Belfast Govern- 
ment should give the House of Commons 
an opportunity of discussing the unem- 
ployment problem has been favourably 
received by the general community. This 
is not a ‘political question. People of all 
schools of thought are interested in it, and 
it should not looked upon with sus- 
picion simply because certain proposals 
are put forward by the Parliamentary 

ition. Up to the present no official 
notice .has. been taken -of the situation, 
and it is essential that some scheme 
should be formulated to relieve distress. 
The state of affairs appears to be getting 
worse and worse week ie week. i 

There has-been: another jump in the 
figúres of the workless army, which now 
numbers over seventy thousand, officially 
recognised, but there are thousands of 
others of whom no record is kept. No 
doubt, the Government, has done much 
through its system of social services, and 
is. can point to millions of. pounds ex- 
pended in that way, but the “ dole”’ is 
no cure for unemployment, and even relief 
works, of which there have been many, 
do not supply a remedy. Tiley only touch 
the fringe of the difficulty. 


THE ELUSIVE HERRING. 


Ths herring fisheries around the 
Northern coasts have been far from satis- 
factory this season. The returns from 
Kilkeel, County Down, fo: the past week 
was the most disappointing recorded. On 
Friday, 3rd inst., forty-two boats went 
out and half of them returned without any 
catch, while the- remainder: had only half 
a mease apiece. Saturday and Sunday, with 
twenty-five boats operating, were entirely 
blank, and on Monday and Tuesday, when 
thirty-eight boats were » the 
average was light over all.the fleet. 
Wednesday proved another bad dar, 
twenty-five boats returning empty, but 
twenty boats secured a catch averaging 
four mease apiece. The highest “ shot “ on 
Thursday was only two mease, eighteen 
boats having a light average, while thirty 
boats failed to get anything. 

As stormy weather prevailed on Friday, 
the fleet did not venture out. Prices ruled 
higher during the week than usual, and 
ranged from thirty-five to forty-five 
shillings per mease; but, as will be 
observed from the. small catches, the 

rand total did not amount to much. A 
mE motor boat which was fishing off 
Carlingford bar on Thursday night had 
the misfortune to lose all her drift nets. 
It is also reported that the “ skiff”’ fish- 
ing has been the poorest experienced for 
many years, and the prospect for the local 
fishermen is not very bright. One wonders 
what has become of the elusive herring 
Eas Ls it used to be found in profitable 
shoals.

AN ACUTE CONTROVERSY.

various interests concerned. : 

On the one side the argument is 
advanced that, as about £4,000.000 are 
spent annually on alcoholic liquors in the 
province, there must be excessive indulg- 
ence ; whereas, on the other, it is pointed 
out that during recent years Ulster’s drink 
bill has steadily declined, and is now a 
third less than what it was a few years 
ago. : 

The Ulster Anti-Prohibition Council, 
which is largely, if not altogether, com- 
posed of licensed vintners and hotel pro- 
prietors, is now having its innings. At 
its meeting a couple of days ago Mr. S. 
W. Boyd, J.P., who presided, said that 
the Council’s aims and objects should he 
kept before the people in order to prevent 
the ills and tribulations that had befallen 
the inhabitants of those countries which 
had experimented in Prohibition, only to 
find out that instead of being a blessing 
it was a continual curse. 


PARLIAMENTARY PROBLEMS. 


In the Northern Senate to-morrow Mr. 
T. J. Campbell, K.C., the Nationalist 
leader, will move a vote of censure on the 
Government, but although the debate s 
certain to be of an interesting nature, 
there will be no danger of an officia] re- 
verse, the combinxd Nationalist and 
Socialist group beinj very weak in num- 
bers, even if strong in eloquence. The 
vacancy caused by the lamented death 
of the Marquess of Dufferin and Ava has 
to be filled, byt the selection of a new 
member rests with the members of the 
House of Commons, who are to consider 
the matter to-morrow before the House 
goes into session. 

An interesting discussion is assured in 
the House of Commons on the motion 
tabled by Mr. Beattie, the solitary 
Socialist member. The motion, which is 
also in the nature of a vote of censure, 
deals with “ the appalling condition of 
employment in Northern Ireland, and 
regrets that no attempt has been made by 
the ‘Government to grapple with an 
economic and industrial situation which 
has ‘caused the gravest concern to the com- 
. munity.”’ Information is also desired as 
to what steps the Government has taken 
during the last six months, and what pro- 
posals, if any, it intends to submit to the 
House to solve the unemployment problem 
of Northern Ireland. It is expected that 
the Government, as hinted by the Prime 
Minister last week, will reserve a day 
for a full-dress debate upon this pressing 


subject.

“AGRICULTURE IN 
THE NORTH. 


MINISTRY’S ADVICE 
TO FARMERS, 


—-- &— ———— 
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The Northern Ministry of Agriculture in 
the farm notes. for October states :—The 
separation of the saleable potatoes from the 
chats and diseased tubers at the time of 
digging is strongly recommended. This 
practice ensures that only sound potatoes are 
pitted, and permits of the chats and diseased 
tubers being available for feeding. purposes 
as required. The export trade demands that 
all potatoes be marketed in a clean and dry 
condition. Those catering for the Champion 
and U Date xeed trade in November and 
December should pay particular attention to 
the lifting and storit.g of the crops. Diggi 
during suitable weather and storin 
or sheds. will enswe condition, 
houses are not available, proper pittin 
essential, The potatoes in the pits should be 
covered with a good layer of dry straw or 
freshly cut rushes before covering with soil. 

Preparations should be made for the sowing 
of wheat.. A small area of this is valu- 
able on every farm where a suitable field is 
available. 


LIVE STOCK, 


Attention is again directed to the pre- 
cautions to be taken in preventing possible 
losses from liver fluke. As weather con- 
ditions recently have been favourable for the 
development of the disease, timely preventive 
measures are essential. Grags has now lost 
much of ite sucoulence and feeding value, 
end the feeding of field cabbage, where avail- 
able, to dairy cows ‘along with -a suitable 
mixture of cake and meals will aid consider- 
ably towards the maintenance of milk yields. 


GARDEN AND ORCHARD. 


Late yarieties of apples are now ready for 
harvesting. . Grading should be carried out 
at the time of ‘pulling and the surplus of the 
poorer grades disposed of. apples re- 
tained should be placed in egg cases or other 
suifable wooden boxes and stored in a cooi, 
dark shed. A good circulation of air during 
the first ten days of storage is necessary to 
remove the excess moisture in the apples. 

Beet. and carrots may now be lifted and 
stored. Care should taken to prevent 
damage to the roots of beet while lifting, 
otherwise bleeding. takes place.

VAGUE WHISPERINGS. OF 
IMPORT BOARDS,

Many of us feel like that about the 
Imperial Conference. It has been sitti 
now for nearly a fortnight and has collec 
such a litter of problems that one does not 
know where to start to examine them. We 
have had shoes and ships and sealing wax, 
cabbages and kings, as well as a whole host 
ef items of which the poor Walrus never 
even dreamt, and although the delegates 
have been hard at it all the time, we do 
not seem to be much nearer decisions than 
we were when we started. 

The Conference: now may be said to have 
reached the pigeon-hole stage. One after 
another the problems that have been en- 
gaging the attention of heads of delegations 
are being referred to committees, and by 
them to Government departments. In the 
normal course of events that would mean 
the end of them; for there is no surer way 
of getting rid of a problem than by hand- 
ing it over to a Government department. 


CAT AND THE PIGEONS. 

On this occasion, however, matters are 
not quite so easy. Some of the pigeons are 
of rather a fractious disposition—more like 
hawks than doves—and are not likely to 
content themselves in the dusty sanctuary 
of departmental shelves. Furthermore, 
there is a cat in the offing. One or two of 
the Dominion Premiers would like nothin 
better than to set it among the Whitehal 
pigeons, and those officials who have been 
entrusted with their safe keeping will have 
an anxious time during the next few weeks. 
All of which is an allegory. 

Since Mr. Baldwin’s last statement the 
Labour Government here has been in a 
siate of nerves. The Conservative leader’s 
unconditional acceptance of what may be 
termed the Bennett principle has cut the 
ground from under the feet of those 
Ministers who have been trying to convince 
us since last Wednesday that noeiae 
could be done until the Canadian proposa 
could be examined in detail. 

Poor Mr. J. H. Thomas is particularly 
unhappy abont-it all... He and some other 
members of Mr, Macdonald’s Government 
willingly would consent to meet Mr. 
Bennett half way, but I am told by well- 
informed persons that Mr. Snowden has a 
majority of three or four in the Cabinet, 
and that so long as that majority exists 
there can be no question of taxes on food. 


THE SNOWDEN GROUP. 


Ministers and their unofficial spokesmen 
continue to hedge, but there is no doubt 
at all that the policy of His Majesty's 
Government in the United Kingdom at the 
moment is. almost _ fanatically against 
tariffs. ‘They will not say so plainly, 
because, if they did, Messrs, Bennett and 
Seullin might pack up their bags and go 
home; but the fact remains that the 
Snowden group in the Cabinet will do 
everything im its power. to combat the 
Canadian proposals. 
Last Saturday Mr. Graham, President of 
the Board of Trade and Mr. Snowden’s 
fdus Achates, made a s h, in. which 
he condémned tariffs roundly. This morn- 
ing he was chosen to expound the British 
point of view to the heads of delegations. 
Vhat is the obvious deduction? However 
much Socialist apologists may protest that 
the Government has an open mind on all 
questions before the Conference, it un- 
coubtedly has parti pris in regard to 
tariffs. So, if the delegates were business 
men, the Conference, so far as the Bennett 
scheme is concerned, probably would have 
come to an end last week ; but Conferences 
do not work like that. They seem to be 
constitutionally incapable of saying either 

yes’ or “no.” Even Mr. Snowden’s 
style has been cramped in this respect, 
end, although everybody knows perfectly 
well what he thinks about it all, the 
‘iusion of “ free and frank discussion ” 
is being maintained with almost incredible 
verisrmilitude. 


IMPORT BOARDS. 


lhe British representatives are talking 
vaguely about import boards and bulk 
purchases. Nobody seems to know pre- 
ba y ‘what they mean—here again 
'overnment departments must be called 
to the rescue—but the general principle of 
the thing is plain enough. The establish- 
ment of import boards would involve the 
*ioption of rank socialism, Take the case 
of w heat. His Majesty's Government in 
the United Kingdom will not hear of a 
tariff on foreign supplies. Oh, no. That 
would annoy the Russians, who are 
shipping unsold wae in huge quantities 
to English and other ports. But it has 
no objection to an import board, the main 
purpose of which would be to buy wheat 
in bulk from Canada and Australia. This 
heme would mean two things. In the 
first place, wholesale prices would be 
stabilised, The British Government, for 
example, would buy so much wheat from 
Vanada, say, for a period of five years, 
*nd would guarantee the Canadian ex- 
porter a certain price for his supplies 
Over that period. 
: Ín the meanwhile, world prices might 
5° up or down, depending on arvests, and 
ho forth ; but the guaranteed price would 
remain, So, if the world price of wheat 
should fall during the guaranteed period, 
ne British consumer would find himself 
ed ‘1g considerably more for his loaf than 
_,tizen of a country with honest-to- 
goodness tariffs. In the second place, 
pone prices would have to be controlled. 
n short, Britain would have all the dis-

THE ONLY POSITIVE STATEMENT. 


I learn this afternoon that on the 
question of tariffs and preferences the only 
positive statement that had been made 
hitherto by His Majesty’s Government 
was that it approved of preferences where 
tariffs already existed—a statement which, 
being interpreted, means precisely nothing 
at all. The whole business is exceedingly 
silly—if the Labour Government will not 
tax food why on earth does it not say so 
and shave done with it? Then the 
}%ominion delegates. will be able to 
save a lot of time, As it-is, they are 
hoping against hope that the members of 
the British Cabinet who favour their views 
will be able to overrule Mr. Snowden, and 
there is a general ‘feeling of uncertainty. 
Outside the Conference Messrs, Snowden 
and Graham make no secret of their 
abhorrence of tariffs; inside they profess 
to have open minds. They cannot expect 
to have it both ways. Yet the more one 
sees of conterences of this kind the more 
one is inclined to believe that in matters 
of high politics nobody ever is satisfied 
unless he does get things both ways. That, 
perhaps, is why the world is in its present 


plight. 
FREE STATE DELEGATES WAITING. 


While all this circumlocution and 

political blind-man’s buff is in progress 
the SG Ar ta the Irish Free State 
are waiting patiently. It is just, ible, 
although not very likely, that A i will 
manage to pick up a few of the crusts that 
fall. from the imperial. table, in which 
event they will return to Dublin in high 
fettle. Whatever happens, they cannot 
lose anything. Their constitutional 
idiosyncracies are being treated sympa- 
thetically. When this Conference is over 
the difference between Saorstat Eireann 
and an lrish—that is to say, a twenty-six 
county—Republic will be so minute that 
even Mr. de Valera’s razor-like brain will 
-be hard put to it to split a hair. 
They may come in at the tail end 
of some scheme of increased preferences— 
when a Conservative’ Government. comes 
into power they will be pretty sure of it— 
and they will be able to say when the 
Privy Council ceases to be a fina] Court of 
Appeal from the Dominions that alone 
they did it. Thus from their point of view 
the Imperial Conference of 1930 -hardly 
can fail to be a success. 
_ The: other Dominion delegates, less 
intent on constitutional niceties and 
more intimately concerned with economic 
realities, may not go home so well satis- 
fied. Already Messrs. Bennett and Scullin 
are becoming. impatient.. They are not 
accustomed to the labyrinthine ways of 
European diplomacy. They come from 
lands where men say “ Yes” or “No” 
and mean it, “and they are inclined to 
expect similar conduct over here. 


WHAT MR. BENNETT MEANT, 


Mr. Bennett, however, is learning. 
When he annoanced that Canada proposed 
to increase preferences on British goods, 
most people understood that, as an exist- 
ing preference stood at thirty per cent., 
it would be raised to forty per cent. That 
seemed fairly obvious, but, unhappily, Mr. 
Bennett meant something entirely different. 
He explained to his colleagues at Downing 
street to-day that an increase of ten per 
cent. to thirty per cent. really meant, not 
forty, but thirty-thtee, per cent.—an 
increase of ten per cent. on thirty, which 
is a vastly different thing. He was care- 
ful to add that his figures were purely 
tentative—bases for bargaining, in fact— 
but it is rather unfortunate that the mis- 
understanding should have been cteated 
in the popular mind. However, it does 
not make very much difference, because it 
is the principle, not the amount, of the 
increased preference that matters. 

I fear that Mr. Bennett will have to 
wait a long time before he secures the 
acceptance’ of that principle from the 
present Government in the United 
Kingdom. He and Mr. Scullin came to 
London with high hopes. I should imagine

CAUSES OF THE FOREIGN FLOOD.

to: hope to compete with the low-priced 
foreign oats which were imported trom 


farmer was enabled to market his oats 
in foreign countries at low prices because 
of the bounty given by his @overnment, 
while Russia was able to market her oats 
at correspondingly low prices by reason 
of the mass proauction that obtained there 
in addition to low wages to labourers. 

There was no need, Mr. Keating declared, 
for the importation of foreign oats into 
the Free State, and neither was there 
reason to fear that prohibitive prices would 
rule if such importation was either 
stopped or else limited by the system of 
licences. It was essential, however, that 
seed oats should be imported. 


LOW WORLD PRICES. 


Captain A. H. Whitehead, a director of 
Birr Maltings, Ltd., said that world prices 
for oats were the lowest for the past 
twenty years, and one of the reasons was 
the ‘over-production of oats all over the 
world, principally under uneconomic con- 
ditions. Over-production was taking place 
in ‘most European countries. In the Irish 
Free State, as long as the farmer fed 
largely on imported grain, there would be 
‘overproduction. The Irish farmer; it 
must be realised, had no hope of exporting 
his outs out of the country at remunéra- 
tive rors so that the Dest thing that he 
could do would be to feed his own native 
oats and refrain from buying the foreign 


uce. 
The Irish farmer could not get away 
from world prices and from world 
trade conditions, and the best thing 
that he could do was to act with 
patriotism, forced, maybe, by circum- 
stances, and use only Irish beidsiie of all 
kinds. In doing this he would help him- 
self and also help his neighbouring 
farmer 
The imposition of a tariff on imported 
oats might relieve the situation, Captain 
Whitehead admitted, but it was his 
opinion that the effect of this would be 
the subsidising of one farmer at the ex- 
pense of another farmer. When world 
consumption caught up wit . the present 
over-production the prices would rise 
accordingly. 


THE IRISH OATS CROP. 


Mr, J. J. Keane, the proprietor of 
Messrs. C. Dodd and Sons, the well-known 
Smithfield (Dublin) firm of hay, corn and 
potato merchants, said that this year there 
was an outcry that the oats of Ireland 
were ruined by the bad weather, but this 
was not really the case at all. Some of 
the crops had been ruined, but the careful 
farmer had managed, despite the weather, 
to save virtually all his crop and also to 

roduce a very excellent crop of oats, 
indeed. He had sold some oats grown in 
County Dublin last Friday, and it was as 
good a grain as had ever come out of the 
county. 

Yesterday he had some samples of black 
and white oats from the midland counties, 
and it was as good as it was in any year. 
He would like it to be known that there 
was no need to be afraid of a scarcity of 
native-grown oats, as there would be quite 
sufficient to meet all requirements and 
leave something over for export. 


THE FOREIGN GRAIN. 

, Mr. Keane said that he saw no neces- 
sity for importing foreign oats. One 
of the reasons why the farmer will 
lose over this year’s crop is because the 
cost of handling is much more expensive. 
The. prices obtaining, he would remind 
pecple, were only slightly below those of 
last year.

Whilst the scenes in the Reichstag itself 
this afternoon were not so stormy as had 
been expected, disorders occurred outside 
the building, which increased and 
developed into rioting, against which the 
police had to adopt severe measures. 
Thousands of people assembled outside the 
Reichstag and in the.adjoining Tiergarten, 
the Hyde Park of Berlin, and indulged in 
shouts of: “Hail, Hitler! ” and ‘‘ Wake 
up, Germany !.’’ whilst Communists in the 
crowd held counter-demonstrations. 

Attempts to approach the Reichstag were 
checked by the police with baton charges, 
while mounted police rode in amongst the 
masses. Stones were thrown, and some 
shots also’ were fired, “but the. mob was 
eventtially dispérsed after about eighty 
arrests had been made. 


RAIDS ON JEWISH SHOPS. 

Meanwhile Fascists took advantage of 
the concentration of police near the Reich- 
stag to make a raid on the unprotected 
business streets of the city. They swarmed 
through the shopping districts, smashing 
the windows of Jewish shops to shouts of: 
“ Wake up, Germany!” and “Hail, 
Hitler! ’’ Among the damaged shops are 
the large department stores of Wertheim 
and Tietz and several old-established 
business houses, as well as some cafés and 
hotels in the Potsdam sector of the city.

An official communiqué from the 
Minister of the Interior states that com- 
plete calm reigns in Rio de Janeiro and 
the State of Sao Paulo. The Federal 
forces continue to advance and to carry 
everything before them. 

In the State of Minas Geraes the 
Federals are advancing, and have estab- 
lished touch with a strong force of 
loyalist troops from Sao Paulo.

General Santa Cruz is at present at Bahia, 
where he is organising powerful con- 
tingents to operate in the North in con- 
junction with the Naval units. 

A message from Sao Paulo says that 
the Government of the important State 
of Minas Geraes intends to move tia 
headquarters from the threatened capital 
of Bello Horizonte to Diamantina. 


WORLD WAR RECALLED. 
Scenes reminiscent of the World War 
were enacted to-day in Rio de Janeiro, 
reseryists flocking to the colours on being 
promised that the old jobs would be open 
to them when they returned. Most of 
the American firms are suffering the loss 
of their employés, and many are granting 
a fortnight’s salary in addition to offer- 
ing to keep the jobs open.

A WANT OF TACT. 


os : 
The Times of to-day observes in a 


unanimous desire of the Dominion Govern- 
ments for reciprocal tariff preferences as 
the most effective. means of developing 
trade within the Empire, the Government 
are so far refraining from any definite 
reply. The concrete proposals made by 
Canada to serve as the ee fo 
have been referred to the Government 
departments affected for detailed examina- 
tion and report. In the meantime they 
have placed before the Conference other 
suggestions for organising inter-Empire 
trade on a preferential] basis—import 
boards, bulk purchase, quota systems for 
wheat and other products, the rationalisa- 
tion and allocation of production, and the 
possibility of trade agreements similar to 
that concluded last year, but not yet in 
operation, between this country and 
Argentina. 

It is natural enough that they should 
ursue this course. The advantages or 
isadvantages of tariff preference clearly 
depend on the nature and extent of the 
preferences given on both sides. They 
cannot be determined without examina- 
tion of a definite scheme, and it is common 
ground that there are many other methods 
which, if not so simple or effective as 
tariff preferences, may well serve a useful 
purpose,, if not as, substitutes or alter- 
natives, at any rate as supplementing 
them. By bringing them forward the 
Government commit themselves to the 
principle of preference to inter-Empire 
trade, even if they still boggle at the use 
of tariffs for that purpose; and it may 
also be taken as an acceptance of that 
principle that they have decided—though, 
of course, the decision does not carry us 
very far—that the preferences given to 
the Dominions in existing tariffs should 
be maintained so long as the tariffs in 
question remain in operation. 


TACTLESS MINISTERS. 

All that, so far as it goes would be 
satisfactory if it were possible to feel sure 
that the Dominion proposals for. tariff 
preferences were being considered on their 
merits and with the open mind which the 
Prime Minister had promised. Unfortu- 
nately, the tactlessness—to put 1 no 
higher—of some of Mr. Macdonald's col- 
leagues makes it hard for the. public to feel 
any such confidence. . Mr. Graham, as 
President of the Board of Trade, is taking 
a leading part in the Conference, and his 
department is óne ‘of those to which the 
proposals of the Dominions have been 
referred. Yet, while the Government of 
which he is a member are ostensibly keep- 
ing an open mind until the investigation 
has been completed, he did not hesitate 
to declare in a speech in Edinburgh on 
Saturday that he was satisfied there was 
no remedy in tariffs. Mr. Alexander. 
though he was not, of course, under the 
special obligation of the President of the 
Board of Trade, adds. The Times, was 
equally unfortunate in his references to 
the question in his speech at Selby. 

It is greatly to be hoped that the spirit 
in which the Government are considering 
the problems is not that displayed by 
these two Ministers, neither of whom 
seems able to approach it from any other 
‘point of view than that of the partisan 
free trader, and both of whom . seem 
anxious te make it a party political 
question. The public is auxious to see it 
placed above party and discussed without 
consideration of }.rty advantage. 


MR. BALDWIN. 

No doubt, Mr. Baldwin himself has been 
accused of seeking to make capital 
for the Conservatives by his state- 
ment of last Wednesday welcoming 
the proposals put forward by the 
Dominion Governments and defining the 
attitude of his party towards them. That, 
however, is an accusation that can hardly 
be sustained. If he had really been 
thinking of party tactics, he would have 
waited until the Government’s shilly- 
shallying had made the position hopeless, 
and would then have attacked them for the 
failure of the Conférence. Te had, in 
fact, done his best to help to make the 
Conference a. success by assuring the 
Dominion Prime Ministers that from his 
party at least their prop .als. would get 
sympathetic and helpful consideration. 
Moreover, in .accepting .the principle of 
tariff preference within the Empire he 
was breaking no new ground: he wus 
merely reaffirming and emphasising what 
all along has been a recognised part of 
Conservative policy. Nor did he withdraw 
the offer he made to the Government last 


July when: he -promised them his full | 
support and that of his party if they | 


would endeavour to come to an agree- 
ment with the Dominions beneficial both 
to them and to this country.

CAPTAIN MATCOIM 
CAMPBELL’S PLANS. 


Captain Malcolm Campbell, the racing 
motorist, is to make another attempt on the 
world’s land speed '“'record ” at Daytona, 
Florida, in January. 

“TI have two schemes, and they are 
wrapped up in each other,’’ he said yesterday. 
“For the last nine months we have been 
building the new Bluebird under the most 
secretive conditions. I am afraid it will have 
to remain a mystery car for some time 
because | understand there are at least three 
special cars being built, with a view to 
wresting the ‘record’ from this country. 

“The car will be about 25 feet long. tt 
will be very low, under four feet separating 
the head of the driver from the ground. If 
I am successful in Florida I shall probably 
have a few alterations made to the car. which 
will pre it an extra twenty miles an hour of 
speed, and then [ shall go somewhere in the 
British Empire to put up a still greater speed. 

“The new idea I have in mind is to take 
with me when [I leave for the States a repre 
sentative number of British light cars, with 
a view to demonstrating. their carahilities.

built in America under licence.

BANQUET IN - 
DUBLIN. 


APPEAL TO EX-OFFICERS 
TO JOIN. : 


—— 


The Britis: Legion (Free State Area) 
gave a banquet and dance in honour of 
Lord Jellicoe in the Plaza, Dublin, last 
night. The function, which was largely 
attended, was a brilliant one. 

The toast of the King was honoured, 
the company singing “God Save the 
“King.” The toast of “ His Royal High- 
ness the Prince of Wales ” was proposed 
by Major-General Beauchamp Doran, C.B., 
D.L., and drunk with enthusiasm, ‘* God 
Bless the Prince of Wales ' being sung. 

The toast of the guest of honour 
(Admiral of the Fleet Lord Jellicoe) was 
proposed by Vice-Admiral A. Craig 
Waller, C.B.; D.L.; who said that, 
although the Grand Fleet, commanded by 
Lord Jellicoe, was out of sight during the 
war, and probably many of them were not 
aware cf its existence, still, under their 
guest that night, it was guarding the high- 
way which many of them so often 
travelled. and he might say that, as they 
were aware, it was practically as safe in 
these times of war as in times of peace. 
He wondered if they ever considered why 
it was safe. Did anybody consider the 
immense strain and stress of those years 


Fleet? The North Sea was full of the 
enemy’s submarines and mines, and it was 
a very difficult Fleet to operate, being a 
large Fleet, and because of mists and 
rough coasts, etc. During the whole time, 
although the enemy did his very best to 
interrupt communications with the Army 
in France, never once was there any 
serious stop. (Applause.) Why? Because 
of the extraordinary disposition and the 
extraordinary vigilance of the Fleet, under 
the extraordinary able command of Lord 
Jellicoe. (Applause.) 


KEPT THE SEAS. a 

He was qnite sure that for the first 
two and a half years of the war: Lord 
Jellicoe was entirely’ responsible for the 
keeping of the sea for the communications 
which enabled the war to be carried on 
through the long weary years, antl 
eventually enabled it to be brought 
to a successful conclusion. (Applause.) 
Lord Jellicoe was known in the Fleet 
for his indefatigable energy. Whether at 
work or play he was always at the front 
in giving an example to his officers and 
men, and he always had im mind the 
comfort and well-being of the officers and 
men who were under him, Lord Jellicoe 
would always look after the men who 
served their country whether on sea, on 
land or in the air, and especially those 
who were in want. . 

The toast was drunk with great 
enthusiasm,- the audience singing “ Rule 
Britannia ’’ and “ For He's a Jolly Good 
Fellow.”’ 


A JUTLAND MEMORY. 

Earl Jelhicoe, responding, said that he 
did not suppose that anybody had ever had 
command of so splendid a body of officers 
and men as those with whom he had 
served. He added that it was with a full 
sense of responsibility that he had placed 
the ships—one ‘of which was commanded 
by Admiral Craig Waller—to be sunk by 
mines before his «wn flagship. (Laughter. ) 
That was only one of Admiral Craig 
Waller’s services, because he was flag 
captain of the rear-admiral commanding 
the Fifth Battle Squadron, which was 
the best shooting squadron in the Grand 
Fleet. Nobody fourid that out more 
quickly than did the Germans at Jutland, 
and that fine gunnery efficiency was very 
largely due to the flag captain. 

They had .been kind enough at that 
function to say that ‘‘ Britannia Rules 
the Waves.” She did rule the waves, but 
he was doubtful as to whether Britannia 
was going to continue to rule the waves. 
Naval conferences followed one another :o 
rapidly that one never quite knew what 
was to be the end of His Majesty’s Navy. 

““1 can only hope and trust,” he said, 
'fthat in the wisdom of the past, our 
Governments of the future will be wise 
enough to see that it is fatal to this 
Empire to let our Navy down.” 
(Applause. ) 


CONDITIONS IN FREE STATE. 

Referring toconditions among ex-Service 
men in the Free State, he mentioned that 
he had learned of a garden scheme pro- 
moted in this country which employed 
about thirty men on one day in the week 
at 6s. for the day, and said that it was 
typical of much that was in the Free 


State. The situation of some of the men, 
without whom the British Empire would 
i have ceased to exist, was pitiable, and 
without funds the Legion was unable to 
alleviate the suffering of these men. They 
depended solely on the response to the 
Poppy Day appeal, and he knew they 
would do their very best on November 
llth. Their difficulties would be much 
fewer if they could only get officers to join 
the Legion. Many reasons were given by 


given to him that afternoon was that the 
Legion had failed to get a National War 
Memorial in Ireland; but that was a poor 
answer. The Legion really existed to 
relieve ex-Service men, and so long as he 
could he would always do what he could. 

When he remembered that only a few 
years ago the Free State was passing 
through difficult times, he was filled with 
amazement to see the condition of the 
Free State to-day—the magnificence of the 
roads, for instance. He had visited some 
of the principal establishments in Dublin 
that day, including the Roval Dublin 
Societv’s premises, and he had never seen 
anvthine like them in anv part of the 
world. He had gone to Trinitv College, 
and. thouch he had seen manv universities, 
he had never seen anythine with sneh 
interesting features. It was all a snlendid 
tribute to the enercy of the neonle here.

APPEAL TO EX-OFFICERS. 

The Legion had as one of its ideals the 
preservation of the comradeship of the war.

At present a large and increasing pro- 
portion of house-owners are weekly wage- 
earners, who are paying for their houses 
over a number of years, and are un- 
fortunately unable to meet a sudden charge 
of several pounds. This Association considers 
it grossly unfair to charge individual house-

BOOK SELECTION. 

The most important side of library work, 
the report adds, and that.on which the success 
of any library ultimately depends, is book- 
selection. Obviously, the demand is mainly 
for popular fiction; but since books of this 
sort usually vary as little in demand as in 
content its selection is comparatively simple. 
On the other hand, with general literature 
the demand varies considerably, and at times, 
without apparent reason. from month to 
month. There is presumably some hidden 
law which decided that our highest issues for 
such a combination as French history, litera- 
ture, and travel should be recorded in Feb- 
ruary; for music and cookery in March; for 
book-keeping in April;.for gardening, games, 
education, and engineering in May, and for 
mathematics and law in July. 

In order to guage such fluctuation a system 
of charts has been devised, since the common 
statistical divisions uséd in libraries provide 
no key to the inner working of a Scary. 
These charts are kept in the Lending Library 
for the inspection of borrowers; and are ex- 
tensively used by the staff in the process of 
book-selection, so that ultimately it is bor-

TWO COUNTY CARLOW MEN 
INJURED.

PROPOSED SALE OF 
IRISH CATTLE. 


WELSH COMMITTEE 
REFUSES PERMISSION.

HAVERFORDWEST, Monday. 

A decision against the importation of Irish 
cattle has been taken by the members of the 
Pembrokeshire Agricultural Committee, one 
of the most important agricultural commit- 
tees in Wales. An application had been 
received for permission to hold a sale of 
400 head of cattle in Pembrokeshire. The 
application was made by Messrs. Lewis and 
James, solicitors, Narberth. 

Sir G Bowen stated that he had also 
received a letter from Mr. W. E. Lees, 
Secretary to the Pembrokeshiré Branch of 
the National Farmers’ Union, requesting the 
Committee to refuse the application. Mr. 
Lees pointed out that Pembrokeshire was 
solely a stock-raising and exporting county, 
and if the application were granted it would 
be very detrimental to the county as a 
whole. 

The Chairman said that thay had to see 
that the county Kept 4 clean bill: of healthe 
Thousands of Irish cattle cama into Fish- 
guard every week, and were sent to various 
parts of the country.
